Results of the recent war poll 
held at Collegeville, when compar- 
ed with results of a nation-wide 
poll of Catholic Colleges, showed 
that the students here are a little 
more patriotic than those seekers 
of wisdom elsewhere. 

The local replies to the five ques- 
tions concerning American action 
on the present European war were 
similar to those of other schools 
except on the last three points. 

On the first two questions. Do 
you personally favor the entry of 
the U. S. as an armed force into 
the present European War? and 
Do you believe that the U. S. will 
eventually be drawn into military 
participation in the European 
War? the college’s views were the 
same as national opinion. 

Differ On Third 

On the third query, as to whether 
American intervention would create 
a stable peace, St. Joe differed with 
the national results: St. Joe, 11% 
yes; 75% no; students elsewhere, 
7% yes; 79% no. 

Jn regard- to- the iwtional- refer- 
endum before the U. S. would 
declare war, the local undergradu- 
ates voted 79% aye and 16% nay;

Some students popularljfentertain oddly unique ideas 
when they speak of Holy Retreat. There are a few of 
the local gentry who look to this period of spiritual 
rejuvenation as a time when there is no study demand- 
ed. Walking to and from chapel conferences, a half- 
hearted attempt at silence and meditation, and plenty 
of sleep are the earmarks of December 6-8 to this type. 

Exhibit ‘B’ is in direct contrast because he antici- 
pates Retreat in a rather martyrical manner. Like 
monthly tests, spiritual exercises cramp his style. He 
must vacate the town counters and booths. A Week on 
the campus without a change of scenery would kill 
him. A day and a half will probably bore him. 

There is a slight advantage to the above types. Their 
adverse attitude ought to make God shower the more 
those serious men who play this- game by the rules. 
Certainly, they are good Catholics. Why a Retreat? 

Years ago Gaumont-British made a film called “Ev- 
erything Is Thunder.” The producers were wrong, be- 
cause in this world everything is struggle. Armies 
fought from time unpaged. These warring forces first 
employed the retreat idea. A brief, complete and 
wholesome withdrawal from duty when the conflict 
was at its height meant a reborn warrior. -=«==* 

Approach any college man and he eagerly verifies 
that yesterday and today and tomorrow he must over- 
come this or prevent that or achieve the other thing. 
Grades, recognition, a job, temptation, privileges — all 
are a part of the St. Joe man and all entail struggle. 

The analogy is simple. Even a student in his daily 
battle with foes of the academic world must have a 
complete surcease from toil. He leaves his place, in 
the trench and rests for a while, in which rest he can 
keep his goal and redefine his objectives. Even a com- 
paratively simple class routine can grow tiresome; 

A good Retreat means restored interest. Give it a 
chance. 


Secondary for the moment in Drexel Hall is the idea 
that St. Joseph’s is so tremendously lacking in school 
spirit. In past weeks even the backside sitters have 
chimed in with their usually sage remarks anent Col- 
legeville’s utter sleepiness. That has ended now. 

Class action by seniors and juniors in recent weeks 
has stilled Joe’s complaints against discipline and the 
menus. The inertia of traditional res entment h as been 
overcome and the ball has started moving. 

From the standpoint of a peace-loving junior, let it be 
understood that the third-year class more than any 
other hopes that finally an increased amount of leader- 
ship will continue throughout the year among the class 
of ’40. The class of ’41 shall appreciate a pattern to 
which they may hold when they become grads-to-be. 

This is official. The juniors do not desire to outshine 
the seniors. They merely hope that the flurry of pro- 
gressive ideas between the two classes may be friendly 
and for loftier motive than simply to outshine the 
other. 

A lot of St. Joe spirit, to cite a single advantage, can, 
arise of continued junior-senior activity.

Televiser Projects 
Local 'Pans' Here 

One whole hour was gainfully- 
spent by St. Joe men on Monday 
evening, November 20, when Mr. 
Lewis W. Hoskins presented inter- 
esting data connected with Tele- 
vision and explained its compli- 
cated instruments. Without any 
doubt, the most outstanding feature 
of the program was the actual 
televising of Tqm Sciulli and then 
of Miss Pauline Tonner. 

In his lecture, Mr. Hoskins brief- 
ly reviewed the origin and progress 
of television. He then explained the 
operation of the electric eye in 
sending wire-photos and also its 
use in television. Other facts of 
special interest which he mentioned 
were: that his equipment was val- 
ued ht some $8,000; that special 
make-up is needed to produce an 
additional contrast of certain fea- 
tures of the face when it strikes 
the receiving screen; that by an 
ordinary set, television photos can 
be sent approximately' twenty-five 
miles. Mr. Hoskins demonstrated 
the application of television make- 
up as he gently smeared the profile 
of Charles (Red) Simms and blend- 
ed the colors into the desired shade. 

After the production, science stu- 
dents, especially enthusiastic in the 
field of engineering, went back 
stage to view the apparatus more 
closely and to receive further in- 
formation as to its operation. 

The Rev. Clarence J. Kroeckel, 
C.PP.S., chairman of- the Science 
Department, introduced the speak- 
er. Mr. Hoskins employed a public 
address system throughout his lec- 
ture.

It's Twirling, 101

the tutorship of Jack Murray, drum 
major.
